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FO'ISWOHD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States^ 

The  general  program  of  the  lowaL'rjp  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  State s  = 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricul- 
tural organizations,  commercial  interests^   teachers,   legislators,  and 
county,   state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the 
trends  of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make 
available  data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent 
is  the  need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such 
information  at  considerable  costo     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that 
this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Vo  Strandj 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects..     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  T7ork  projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  23  and  25o 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws^, 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  BREIffiR  COUNTY 

Bremer  County,  originally  part  of  old  Fayette  Countyf  was  established 
"by  the  Wisconsin  Legislature  on  December  21,  1337.     ij    The  present  bound- 
aries were  defined  by  the  Iowa  General  Assembly  in  1851  _2/;  and  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  General  A.  K.  Eaton,   the  county  was  named  Bremer  for  the  Swedish 
author  Fredericka  Bremer.     It  was  attached  to  Buchanan  County  for  revenue, 
judicial,  and  election  purposes. 

The  first  settler  on  record  seems  to  have  been  Charles  McCaffrey  of 
Scott  County,  who,  in  1845.   made  a  claim  in  the  ''Big  Woods"  on  Sec.  34, 
T  9lN,  R  13W.     Others  soon  came  and  a  small  settlement  was  formed.  This 
place  was  in  the  Winnebago  reservation  and  many  of  the  Indians  remained 
until  they  were  forced  to  move  by  the  Government  in  1851, 

The  coujity  was  organized  in  1853  and,  in  the  same  year,  l'?illiam  Ho 
Harmon  took  a  claim  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Cedar  River  and  laid  out  a 
town-     This  tor^n  becaTie  known  as  Waverly  and  was  selected  as  the  site  for 
the  county- seat  later  that  same  year^  zj 

According  to  tradition,  the  choice  of  the  name  "Waverly"  came  about  in 
an  odd  fashion.     The  story  runs  that  tne  chief  speaker  at  the  meeting  called 
to  name  the  town  had  been  reading  one  of  Scott's  Waverly  novels  and  in  his 
afternoon  s,ddress  he  announced  the  name  Waverly  instead  of  Harmon,  —  the 
name  which  was  to  have  been  given  to  the  town  in  honor  of  its  founder. 
However,  Mr.  Harmon  offered  no  objection  and  the  name  of  Waverly  was 
adoptedc  4/ 

The  first  town  in  the  county  was  Ja,nesville,   laid  out  in  1849  by  John 
Tc  Barrick  and  named  for  his  wife  Jane,     5/    plainfield;  another  town  near 
the  Cedar  River,  was  named  for  plainfield^  IllmoiS;   the  h-^iae  of  many  of 
the  first  settlers.    _§/     Sumner,  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  county  is 
an  important  trade  center.     Other  towns  in  the  northwest  section  are 
Fredericka  and  Tripoli.,  both  of  some  historical  In'carest.

Bremer  County  is  24  miles  long  "by  18  miles  wide,  embracing  434  square 
miles  _§/,   or  276,480  acres.     Of  this  number,  269,205  acres  are  listed  as 
farm  lands»    _9/     It  has  12  Congressional  and  14  civil  townshiiDs,  only  7  of 
which  are  regulation  sizOo     It  ranks  fifty-ninth  in  point  of  size  in  the 
State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Bremer  County  are  grouped  into  5  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,   terrace^   swamp  and  bottom- 
land, and  resi'Oual:     The  drift  soils  cover  71.-8  percent  of  the  area  and  are 
divided  into  Cf-rrington  loams-  68.,2  percent^  Lindley  loams — 1  =  6  percent,  and 
Clyde  loams-^2v0  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  2,6  percent  of  the  area 
and  are  divided  Clinton  loams— 1.5  percent,   Tam-a  silt  loam — 0.,  3  percent,  and 
Tama  sand — 0,8  percento     The  terrace  soils  cover  10c2  percent  of  the  surface 
and  are  divided  into  O'Neill  coarse  sandy  loam— 1,0  percent,  O'Neill  sandy 
loam— 2„9  percent,  Prem.er  loams — -5.9  percent,   and  plainfield  loam — 0=4  per- 
cente     The  swamp  aad  bottom-land  soils  cover  15.2  percent  of  the  area  and 
are  divided  into  Wabash  silt  loam^ — 6o6  percent^  Cass  loams — 0.7  loercent, 
meadow — 7^9  percent,  and  peat  and  muck — 0,1  percent.     There  is  but  one  type 
of  the  residual  soil.   Crawford  loam,   covering  0,1  percent  of  the  surface,  lO/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  34  years  (1896-1930)  was  46^8  degreesu  The 
average  precipitation  for  52  years  (1878-1930)  was  Zl„69  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  148  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  7 
and  October  2,  recorded  over  a  period  of  34  years,  ll/ 

Population 

Bremer  County  has  had  a  steady  and  healthy  growth  in  population.  The 
recession  in  Iowa  population  growth  in  1900  affected  this  county  very  little; 
what  was  lost  at  that  time  was  regained  within  the  following  10  years,

Topography 

Taken  as  a  whole,   the  topography  of  Bremer  County  is  a  gently  undulating 
plain  on  which  numerous  rivers  and  streams  have  carved  wide  valleys.  Fre- 
quently, moderately  deep  ravines  break  the  regularity  of  the  surface.  The 
Wapsipinicon  River  in  the  east,  and  the  Cedar  River  in  the  west,   cross  the 
county  in  a  general  southernly  direction.     The  Shell  River  crosses  the  ex- 
treme southwestern  corner.     Most  of  the  larger  tributary  streams  parallel 
the  Wapsipinicon  and  Cedar  rivers  for  considerable  distances  before  merging 
with  the  main  channels.     Broad  level  bottom-lands  have  developed  along 
practically  all  the  streams  of  any  size,,     There  are  some  poorly  drained 
areas,  but,  for  the  most  part;  drainage  is  efficiently  maintained  throughout 
the  county,  17/ 

Co operatives 

In  1937,   there  were  25  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 2  elevators,  19  creameries,   2  livestock  enterprises,   1  petroleum 
plant  and  1  merchandise  business. 

As  a  whole,   they  had  2,158  members,  of  which  2^024  were  active,  and 
4,934  persons  did  business  with  the  25  concernsr     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $2,071,171  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  trans- 
acted $219,146  worth  of  business.

Truits 

The  largest  production  year  for  apples  was  recorded  in  1884,  when  25,184 
trees  and  21:782  bushels  were  listed.     In  this  same  year,  4,403  grapevines 
yielded  10,804  pounds  of  fruity     The  peak  year  for  cherries  was  in  1909,  when 
3,097  trees  and  409  bushels  were  listed.     Peaclies  have  never  been  of  any 
consequence.     19 / 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   stati-otical  breakdown  for  corn  acree,ge  is  as  follows; 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  ho  ■^ged  offp     A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that    ictually  husked..     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,  the  acreage  other  . han  that  husked  13  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bus  ^els  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  summations  of  indivio  .al  farm  productions  shown  as  husked^     This  as- 
sumes that  acreage  not  husked  '^ould  have  produced  the  same  yields  as  that 
actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  tota.1  corn  acres.ge  is 
shown  by  township  with  this  yield;  and  any  a.ttempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  '^ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure.  The 
count.y  summary  table  figures  for  coi'n  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  ad- 
justed   for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  'vhe  by  tiie  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at 
total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  sho^vn  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are>  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  ly34  and  1936,
